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In the past session the Legislature was terribly remiss in not dealing
with the matter of appointment of school superintendents or the
establishment of criteria for school board membership. It was qguite
efficient in feathering its personal benefit package.

As a thirty-years public employee, I am gquite angry about this. As
someone who supported you in your election and has faith that you are

the right person to be governor, I appeal to you to veto this bill.
